Overseas Markets are no Longer Separate from Home Markets

MONG THE MORE 
A\ knowledgeable of 

the world’s market- 
ing men it 1s no secret 
that the United King- 
dom is the easiest 
country in the world 
from which to export. 
Opinions have varied 
on why this should be 
so. Several Americans 
have assured me that 
the real reason 1s a 
simple matter of world 
communications. 
Others have insisted 
that the dominant 
factor in the choice of 
the United Kingdom 
as a base for opera- 
tions outside North 
America was the avail- | 
ability in Britain of 
young men who are ; 
both willing and 
competent to travel the world. As one highly successful American 
sales executive put it, ‘If an American boy is willing to take a job 
outside America there’s something wrong with him’. An Italian 
assured me that ‘superior financial facilities’ have been the induce- 
ment to foreign companies to set up their world headquarters in 
london. 


These are the kind of opinions which a postal questionnaire would 
collect. The truth, I suppose, is that foreign manufacturers have 
chosen the United Kingdom as their headquarters because of the 
quality and range of the ‘ancillaries to exporting’ which have grown 
up here in all the long years since Britain was the workshop of the 
world. What is also true, I fear, is that foreign manufacturers are 
not now drawn to the United Kingdom in this way or to anything 
like the same extent. 


[ am quite certain that in no other country in the world can a 
manufacturer, seeking an entry into world markets, get as much 
worthwhile help as he can get in the United Kingdom from merchant 
houses, banks and insurance companies, shipping and forwarding 
agents, shipping lines, air lines, cable and wireless services, chambers 
of commerce and the official information services. But, particularly 
‘n the last thirty-five years, many countries have been catching up 
on us. Our lead in ‘ancillaries to exporting’ is getting shorter every 
vear. The time is coming when exporting from the United Kingdom 
will be no easier than exporting from any one of several industrialized 
countries. 

The question which must be troubling all who have some under-

standing of the chang- 
ing pattern of world 
trade is this: “Why, 
with all the advantages 
of superior ancillary 
services, are we failing 
to hold our position in 
overseas markets?’. The 
quick answer, of 
course, 1s that the stuff 
we are trying to sell 
overseas is not as good 
as the equivalent stuff 
which our competitors 
are trying to sell at 
the same time. 

To turn this quick 
answer into a satis- 
factory answer we have 
to say what we mean 
by ‘not as good as’. If 
we judge a manufac- 
tured article, say a 
domestic refrigerator 
or a piece of office 
equipment, on its performance as measured by engineers, we will 
probably find that the British article is quite ‘as good as’ the foreign 
equivalent, shilling for shilling. But few manufactured articles are 
bought on a narrow basis of price against performance as measured 
by engineers. What a customer wants, in exchange for his money, is 
satisfaction. This means something more than mere performance as 
measured by engineers. This something more is often described in 
terms of style or design, or sales appeal. 


Customers don’t usually talk in these terms. They use words 
which hurt. A man who buys consumer durables for Middle Eastern 
Countries says that British goods are ‘O.K. except for one thing’; 
they always remind him of the goods which Germans and Americans 
were offering two years earlier. An Indian who sells capital equipment 
says ‘Since we have become accustomed to the sight of goods from 
all over the world we think that British goods don’t look the part. 
I know they are good value. But they don’t look as good value as the 
others. If I stand back and let my customers choose freely, they don’t 
choose British’. 

I have had the benefit of candid talks with many members of my 
Institute on their return from International trade fairs and long 
tours in overseas markets. To the best of my knowledge and under- 
standing, it is a fact that, in markets overseas, British goods are not 
normally ‘as good as’ the competitive equivalents, accepting the 
measure of goodness as customer-satisfaction. 

Are there any reasons for believing that British goods, which at 
one time set world standards in satisfaction, might not now give as 
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much satisfaction, shilling for shilling, as American or German, or 
Swiss or Dutch goods? 

One reason is enough. It is this. The vast majority of British 
manufacturers do not regard the world as their market. Their market 
is the United Kingdom. From this market they get their profits. 
On this market they base their future. Export markets are occasionally 
useful but, at a pinch, are always expendable. 

This is not a criticism of British manufacturers. This is simply a 
comment on the way British manufacturers have - most sensibly - 
reacted to economic conditions and governmental policies over 
many years. Inside the United Kingdom, manufacturers have had 
a ‘lush’ market, a sheltered and expanding market. The rate of 
expansion has been enough to satisfy all except the ambitious and 
adventurous few. Most significantly, the United Kingdom market 
for manufactured goods has expanded faster than industry’s output 
has expanded. For more than twenty years there has been rather 
more money than goods in Britain. 

Inevitably, the consumer in Britain is less discriminating, less 
demanding, than his counterpart in countries which have a more 
competitive economy. When the British manufacturer, who is making 
satisfactory profits at a steady rate of expansion in the United 
Kingdom, attacks an overseas market he finds himself courting 
customers who expect more satisfaction, shilling for shilling, than 
the British manufacturer expects to give. 

The situation has been summed up in countless annual reports 
to shareholders. “Turning now to export markets’, says the company 
chairman, ‘we see a very different picture. Here we are faced with 
intense competition and low prices’. A businessman from Mars 
would be puzzled to understand why a United Kingdom manu- 
facturer, accustomed to working in a compact, highly developed 
market, should be faced with stiffer competition and lower prices 
when he expands into less well developed and more scattered markets. 

Our foreign competitors like to say that the British seem to have 
lost their will to sell. It is a reasonable proposition that a manu- 
facturer who is satisfied with his progress in a sheltered home market 
would have little will to go pioneering in markets where the customers 
were more discriminating, more demanding. But home markets are 
becoming less sheltered. People and ideas are now moving so freely 
around the world that, inevitably, nations are being drawn together 
into one trading world. 

Next May, at the Royal Festival Hall, London, my Institute will 
celebrate its Golden Jubilee by holding a three-day international 
marketing conference on the theme ‘Expanding Markets in a Shrink- 
ing World.’ In a message which he has been good enough to write 
for our conference programme the Prime Minister, Mr. Harold 
Macmillan, after referring to the linking of world markets by modern 
means of cx nications, and to the effects of a progressive lowering 
of trade barriers, condenses, into one short sentence, the tremendous 
thought which from now on should dominate all top management 
discussions of marketing policy. ‘Overseas markets’, writes the Prime 
Minister, ‘are no longer separate from home markets’. 

When British manufacturers in general — not merely the ambitious, 
adventurous few — see the truth in those words and act on it, Britain’s 
balance-of-payments problem will be solved. The aim of doubling 
our standard of living in twenty-five years will be realized. 

It may be true that, except for the hundred or so companies who 
are generally regarded as the leaders in their sections of industry, 
we have lost our will to sell in overseas markets. It certainly would 
not be true to say that we have lost our will to sell. Of all the aspects 
of marketing practice with which my Institute is concerned at 
conferences, at residential courses and through the examinations 
for the Diploma in Marketing, the subject which draws the biggest 
attendances and arouses the liveliest interest is techniques for 
training in salesmanship. 

When, last July, the Prime Minister addressed manufacturers on 
the subject of our export shortcomings he spoke about our ‘need to 
achieve an increasing volume of export trade all the time’. He asked 
‘how is this to be done?’ and gave the answer — ‘by the hard sell’. 
This answer seems to have shocked some people. Someone telephoned 
me to ask ‘Doesn't this kind of language belong to the distant past?

Are there any young men today who are willing to be trained in 
this hard-sell philosophy?’ 

There are, indeed, some young men in this country who under- 
stand the nature of the competitive system by which nations try 
to do the best for themselves and by which governments try to get 
the most out of the nation’s resources, physical and moral. Young 
men who have this understanding are certainly not shocked by the 
Prime Minister’s references to ‘our need to achieve an increasing 
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volume of export trade . . . by the hard sell’. They are — as they should 
be — challenged and stimulated by these words. 

Manufacturers who complain that there are no longer any young 
iritons willing to be trained in hard-sell methods for overseas 
marketing appointments would be well advised to look closely into 
their recruiting and training methods. 

't hardly needs saying that the British manufacturers and merchants 
who have successfully pioneered new overseas markets in recent 
years do not complain about the calibre or the number of young 
Britons who are willing to be trained for the kind of genuinely 
competitive selling in overseas markets which the Prime Minister 
no doubt has in mind when he speaks of ‘the hard sell’. The people 
who make these complaints against young marketing and sales 
executives today are, generally speaking, people who are unwilling 
to train their young executives or, possibly, are incapable of recog- 
nizing the need for such training. 

The very big companies can perhaps be self-sufficient in this matter. 
They sell different things through different distributive channels 
in different ways and so find it possible, out of their own ramifications, 
to give their young executives a good grounding in the theory and 
practice of marketing and sales management. Companies which are 
less than ‘very big’ must rely to some extent on external training 
facilities; and since my Institute, with its Diploma examinations 
and its five-day courses, is one provider of these facilities, I have 
some knowledge of the demand for external training aids. 

The demand is heavy and consistent. But it does not come from 
the smaller companies who, plainly, have the greatest need. 
According to my experience, the very big companies, who can do so 
much for themselves, are the first to use external aids to training 
in marketing and sales management, recognizing them as valuable 
supplements to their own training. The very big companies are 
closely followed by the not-so-big; but the smaller companies, who 
numerically speaking, should dominate any list of companies 
applying for a place at a marketing or sales management course 
or examination, are a poor third. 

The effect of this neglect to give adequate training to young 
marketing and sales executives is predictable. The top executives 
in the company have no will to sell in overseas markets; no confidence 
in their collective ability to develop a sales dynamic and formulate 
the right marketing policy; no confidence in the ability of their 
sales executives, senior and junior, to do battle with this policy 
against well-established competitors in strange markets overseas. 

The will to sell in strange, new markets comes — and must come — 
from self-confidence. Roughly speaking, it comes when the team of 
managers who formulate and carry responsibility for company 
policy are satisfied that they know all that can be known about a 
particular marketing situation, that they have measured the potential 
and the risk with whatever accuracy may be reasonable in the 
circumstances, and that they are one up on all eventualities. 

Probably, there is nothing wrong with our will to sell in overseas 
markets which could not be put right by a drive to induce our 
manufacturers, particularly our smaller manufacturers, to give their 
junior marketing and sales executives opportunities to become 
fully trained in best current practice. 

Theoretically, this is the way to ensure that the stuff we try to sell 
overseas is ‘as good as’ the stuff our international competitors and 
potential competitors can offer. Theoretically, goods are made only 
because someone has been responsible for seeing that they are 
the right goods and will be sold at the right time and the 
right price. 

This is good theory: it is also good cutrent practice: it always was 
good current practice. Manufacturers who are leaders in their field 
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MALAYA’S BOLD PLAN 


‘BOLD BUT NECESSARY’ is the Deputy Prime Minister’s 
description of his country’s second Five Year Develop- 
ment Plan, the main features of which are described on 
page 410. 

The Plan calls for an equally bold response from United 
Kingdom industry. The Federation Government is out 
to spend about £250 million in the next five years (the 
greater part coming from its own resources) and counts 
on the private investment of nearly another £350 million. 
It estimates that imports during this period will be over 
one-third more than imports during the past five years. 


There is opportunity here for United Kingdom exporters 
to recover their share of this market, a share which has 
been shrinking in recent years (see Board of Trade Journal, 
August 26, 1960, page 479). But they must not imagine 
that the orders will come to them automatically. This is 
attractive new business and every one of our industrial 
competitors is after it. In seeking value for money, Malaya 
will have prices very much in mind. She cannot afford 
delays and broken delivery promises. She will expect a full 
backing of technical assistance, spares and servicing 


facilities to go with her purchases of capital plant. 

British manufacturers and civil engineers, if they have not 
already done so, should see that their organizations are 
alerted to discovering and dealing with the detailed oppor- 
tunities to which the plan will give rise, and that nothing 
is taken for granted. A personal visit may be the best 
answer. ‘The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in 

Kuala Lumpur will help in every possible way.

have always integrated their sales and production planning in a 
marketing plan which reduces to a minimum the awful waste 
which occurs in making, and trying to sell, the wrong goods. 

Once again, ‘small and mediutn-sized firms without previous 
exporting experience’ are advised to ‘enter the export business’. 
The advice is given in the Annual Report on the British Economy 
published by the Organization for European Economic Co-operation. 
This further piece of advice is offered: ‘Make more objective use 
of the services provided to exporters by the authorities’. 

Unhappily, many small and medium-sized firms lack the marketing 
knowledge and experience to make ‘objective use’ of the services 
provided to exporters by the authorities or by the other privately- 
operated ancillaries to exporting. It will be said of these firms, not 
that they lack the marketing knowledge and experience but that they 
lack the will to sell in overseas markets. 

And so I sum up by saying again that the will to sell comes from 
the conviction that the management team, as a whole, understands, 
and is working to, best current marketing practice. And that is 
largely a matter of giving to junior marketing and sales executives 
adequate opportunities to become fully trained for their job.

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Industry’s Growing Response to Call for More Exports 


Mr. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, referred to 
industry's growing response to the call for more exports when he 
addressed the export promotion conference of the Association of 
British Chemical Manufacturers in London on February 10. 


“The gathering response by industry to the call to increase the 
nation’s exports is most heartening,’ Mr. Erroll said. ‘In particular 
I welcome the way in which individual industries and areas up and 
down the country are getting down to the hard details of export 
business, to examine the difficulties, real or — sometimes — imaginary, 
that deter the potential exporter from investigating seriously a 
prospect in overseas markets, and to indicate what industry and the 
Government can do in their respective fields to improve matters. 
By getting down to these details in this way a number of bogies are 
being laid, some illusions are being shattered and real possibilities 
of increased business, at a profit, are appearing for individual firms.’ 

Congratulating the chemical industry on its exports for 1960, 
which for the first time exceed £300 million, Mr. Erroll said: “There 
was nothing in the least new about the need for exports. We had 
always been a trading nation exporting our products in exchange for 
goods that we needed to buy. Nor was there any sudden increase 
now in our need to export more. But because the home market had 
a constant pull to expand, because world markets were highly 
competitive, and becoming more so, and because our special responsi- 
bilities to the underdeveloped countries and to the sterling area 
were growing inexorably —for all these reasons the time was ripe 
last year to remind industry that everything rested on a foundation 
of expanding export earnings.’ 

Referring to our dependence on imports, the Minister said: ‘We 
import in round figures half the food we eat and we import a much 
higher proportion of the raw materials we use. Roughly four-fifths 
of the import bill consists of these two items, plus fuel. As to the 
remaining one-fifth, part is finished or semi-finished goods for 
industry and only part consumer goods. You could argue that these 
last could be cut down but we must not expect to find a market for 
our products overséas unless we offer a market in return for other 
people’s goods. We depend for the necessities of life and work on 
imports and we must pay for these by our exports.’ 


Reminding the conference that in 1960 we spent 14 per cent. 
more on imports than in 1959 but only earned 6 per cent. more by

exports, Mr. Erroll said: ‘We must do better than this. But it will 
not be easy. We are vulnerable to changes in the climate of world 
trade and recently there has been a downturn. I think we can look 
for an improvement in world trade later this year. When it comes 
it is essential that we should take every advantage of it. As I said 
earlier, and as you are well aware, world markets are highly 
competitive and will certainly not become less so. And certainly our 
competitors in other countries can be relied on to take every 
advantage of any improvement in world trade. 


“You will have noticed that I have said nothing about targets or 
the desirability of particular markets. All markets are good so long 
as they pay. ‘The national need is for more export earnings, and to 
get them we need to export a bigger proportion of our output. Only 
in that way can we secure economic expansion at home and play our 
part in world development. 


“We none of us fully understand the forces that are at work. You 
will probably know that the economists have changed their ideas 
a number of times. But I am convinced that in some measure at 
least the answer lies in an attitude of mind -—an attitude of mind 
of wishing to meet the needs and demands of our customers and 
potential customers. This clearly applies in the home market where 
many of your customer industries are themselves sizeable exporters; 
but it is quite paramount abroad where we face the competition of 
other countries some of whose exporters are undoubtedly imbued 
with this spirit and who have succeeded in projecting an image of 
being export-minded.’ 


Mr. Erroll congratulated the Association on organizing the London 
conference and the forthcoming one in Manchester. 








Mr. F. J. Erroll Inaugurates New West of England Furniture Export Group 


Mr. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, addressed 
the inaugural meeting of the West of England Export Group 
which was held in London on February 8. The group consisting of 
eight West of England furniture firms is believed to be the first of its 
kind in the country. The eight firms engaged in the manufacture of 
furniture, bedding and mirrors, are all members of the West of 
England and South Wales Furniture Manufacturers’ Association. 
They have agreed to remain in the group for at least three years and 
to make an annual financial contribution to meet the expenses of an 
export manager and share the cost of an export catalogue giving 
full particulars of their products. 

The eight firms concerned are: Wake and Dean Ltd., (associated 
with Bath Cabinet Makers Ltd.), Bath; Howard Hatcher Ltd., 
Bristol; John Hall and Sons (Bristol and London) Ltd., Bristol; 
Charles Newth and Sons, Bristol; Price Brothers and Co. Ltd., 
Wellington, Somerset; Stanfords (Bristol) Ltd., Bristol; R. Slocombe 
and Sons Ltd., Bridgwater, Somerset; Yatton Furniture Ltd., 
Yatton, Somerset. Two of the firms have had considerable ex- 
perience of exporting, two have done a limited amount, but the 
other four are newcomers to the export field. 


‘If we are to attempt to solve our economic problems by capturing 
a still larger share of world export markets than we have at present, 
this will demand from us active campaigning of the highest order’ 
Mr. Erroll said. ‘We may ourselves be convinced of the continuing 
traditions and quality of British workmanship. We may know our- 
selves to be in the forefront of design and of scientific advancement. 


But we cannot assume that other countries necessarily believe this 
too. We have to work harder than ever to bring these facts to the 
notice of buyers abroad, at a time when rising living-standards 
are leading to greater demands for all types of goods, and when 
total world production of goods is increasing fast.’ 

The Minister said that the competition to meet these demands 
became fiercer each day and we had to remember that the words 
‘Made in Britain’, whatever they might mean to us personally, were 
no longer themselves a passport to immediate success in foreign 
markets. We should not bemuse ourselves with the contemplation 
of the ‘good old days’. We had to make fresh efforts and find new 
methods of approach all the time to bring our products to the notice 
of buyers abroad. At the same time we had to become export minded — 
and we had to encourage the habit of exporting. ‘My department 
is always very ready to guide and counsel those without much 
experience in this field who are eager to enter it and make it yield 
a rich harvest,’ Mr. Erroll said. 

The furniture industry had no tradition of exporting, — less than 
two per cent. of its total sales went to overseas markets. ‘I think the 
industry has felt that furniture, because of its bulky yet fragile nature, 
is virtually a non-exportable commodity. But already a few firms are 
proving that this is a fallacy. Some are showing that there is a ready 
market abroad for our high quality reproduction furniture. Others 
are exploring ways and means of using various methods of packing 
and transport to overcome the inherent difficulties of moving 
furniture overseas. Still others — by participating in such international

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Chancellor on Export Finance 


IN THE CouRSE of the Debate on the Economic Situation, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, on February 6, said: “The Bank of 
England is today announcing arrangements, which have been con- 
cluded in the first instance with the London Clearing and Scottish 
Banks but may in due course be of more general application, designed 
to facilitate provision of medium-term finance for exports.’ The Bank, 
he said, would stand ready to re-finance a substantial proportion of 
medium-term export credit supplied by the banking system, and this 
would help to maintain the flow of credit for ‘this most important 
purpose.’ 


On the same day the Bank of England issued the following announce- 
ment: ‘After discussion between the Bank of England and the Com- 
mittee of London Clearing Banks, and the representative banking 
organizations in Scotland and Northern Ireland, a new facility has 
been arranged to promote the availability of medium-term credit for 
export business. Where the members of these bodies have given credit 
for a term of three years or more, repayable by instalments and covered 
by the Export Credits Guarantee Department, the Bank of England 
will stand ready to re-finance those instalments of such credits which 
are within 18 months of maturity. Because of this facility the banks 
concerned will be able to transfer the portion of their export credits 
which it covers to their liquid assets. The banks consider that this 
arrangement will be of considerable help to them in maintaining the 
flow of finance for exports on medium credit terms. 


‘In so far as other banks give medium-term finance for exports on 
similar lines as a normal part of their business, the Bank of England 
will be ready to discuss the extension to them of similar re-financing 
facilities,’ 


Chancellor on Aids to Exporters 


GOVERNMENT AID for exporters was referred to by Mr. Selwyn 
Lloyd, Chancellor of the Exchequer, when he addressed the Glasgow 
Chamber of Commerce on February 10. He said: ‘On exports, the 
Government cannot sell the goods but it can help in a number of ways. 
First, on credit. In this field we have made several significant advances 
in the past few months. Last October the Government said that they 
were prepared to give part period cover, thus enabling the normal 
E.C.G.D. cover to be combined with any extra credit which exporters 
were prepared to give at their own risk. At the same time we said 
that in certain cases whete a foreign competitor was offering better 
credit terms than our exporters through official backing, we would be 
prepared to consider enabling them to match the length of credit 
being offered.’ 


He then referred to the new arrangements whereby banks are 
able to refinance at the Bank of England certain medium term 
credits advanced to exporters. These were important developments, 
but they were not the end of this matter, for we were currently review- 
ing the problems affecting longer-term export credits, as well as the 
terms and conditions of the services provided by E.C.G.D. 


‘Sales promotion is another field in which the Government helps.’ 
The Chancellor continued: ‘We maintain considerable sales promo- 
tion services overseas which we are constantly expanding, and which 
we wish to improve further in every way we can. It is for exporters to 
make the fullest use of these services and to tell us where from prac- 
tical experience they can be improved.’ 
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President Sees Trade Deputation 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, received a deputation on February 13 
representing the following trade associations: British Brush Manu- 
facturers Association; British Button Manufacturers Association; 
British Felt Hat Manufacturers Association; British Leather Federa- 
tion; British Toy Manufacturers Association Limited; Hardware 
Manufacturers Association; National Association of Glove Manu- 
facturers; National Federation of Umbrella Manufacturers; National 
Leather Goods and Saddlery Manufacturers Association; Rubber and 
Plastics Footwear Manufacturers Association; Sheffield Cutlery 
Manufacturers Association; United Tanners Federation; Wrought 
Holloware Trade Employers Association. 


The deputation was led by Mr. R. Viner, President of the Sheffield 
Cutlery Manufacturers Association. 


They placed before the President their views on competition from 
imports from various parts of the Commonwealth, and other problems 
connected with Commonwealth trade with which their members 
are faced. In particular they drew attention to the regulations con- 
cerning marking of imported goods, the limitations on trade with 
certain Commonwealth countries and questions arising on the ma- 
terial content of imported goods qualifying for imperial preference. 
The President undertook to consider the deputation’s representations. 


Minister Sees Chamber of Commerce Polish 
Mission 

MEMBERS OF THE London Chamber of Commerce Mission led 
by Lord Ebbisham, the President, and Mr. K. J. C. Kay who left 
for Warsaw, Poland, on February 14 for a two weeks’ visit saw Mr. 
F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, on February 10. 
Lord Ebbisham explained that the object of the mission was to 
obtain first-hand experience of the Polish market and to provide 
the Polish authorities with information about the export potential 
of the United Kingdom. 


Mr. Erroll told the mission that the Board of Trade supported 
their aims. 


Northern Ireland’s Record Year 


SIXTEEN MANUFACTURING FIRMS from Great Britain, the United 
States and the Continent decided last year to establish themselves in 
Northern Ireland, and a further 13 among manufacturers already 
there embarked on schemes of expansion. 


This was announced in the Queen’s Speech at the opening of Parlia- 
ment in Belfast on February 7. The Speech was read by the Lord 
Chief Justice, Lord MacDermott. 


The Queen’s Speech added that progress in industrial development 
in Ulster during 1960 ‘greatly surpassed the results attained in any 
single year of the past decade. These developments promise initial 
employment for more than 4,500 people, which is almost double the 
average of the past four years. The attractions available to new 
industry are clearly becoming more widely known, and it is the 
intention of my Ministers to publicize them still further during 1961.’ 


The Prime Minister, Lord Brookeborough, said that production 
rose by nearly 7 per cent. in one year. The year 1960 had brought 
complete justification for the Government’s policy of building fac- 
tories in advance of demand. During the year nine of the advance 
factories planned in the programme were allocated to new firms.

events as the Cologne Fair — are finding out what foreign buyers 
are demanding in contemporary furniture.’ (It was instanced during 
the meeting that some manufacturers were transporting bedding and 
other types of furnishings inside empty galvanized water tanks being 
exported by an entirely different manufacturer. This was done to 
save space.) 


Concluding, the Minister said, “The export consortium concept 
has already proved its worth in other industries. I am glad to be 
able to congratulate this new Group within the furniture industry 
on its enterprise, and wish it a prosperous future.’ 

Chairman of the Group, and its initial instigator is Mr. Stanley 
Forse, Managing director of Stanfords (Bristol) Ltd., and President

Association. Because of illness he was unable to attend the inaugural 
meeting, and the Minister of State was welcomed by Brigadier

a member of the Executive Committee of the Group. 


The secretary of the Group is Mr. A. L. Davis and the head- 
quarters are at 12 Elmdale Road, Clifton, Bristol 8. 


Members recognise that much experience has to be gained by 
those new to exporting and that those already engaged in export need 
to acquire a fuller knowledge of their existing markets and others 
throughout the world. It was announced that on the day before the 
meeting one member of the Group had received an export order 
from Kuwait valued at £400. 
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International Hardware Trades Fair 
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A Great Stimulus to British Export Trade 


Asovurt 300 firms from more than 20 countries took part in this 
year’s International Hardware Trades Fair at Olympia (February 
6-10). The organizers estimate that about £158 million worth — an 
increase of 84 per cent. over 1959 — were exported during 1960. This 
year’s fair, the seventh in the series, occupied all four floors of the 
Empire Hall, and was the largest of its kind ever seen in the country. 


The degree of the international interest evoked was shown by the 
fact that the Commercial Counsellors of many of the foreign embassies 
in London made a tour of the fair on Wednesday, February 8. The 
aim of the fair is to bring together the manufacturers, wholesalers 
and retailers of hardware throughout the world amid the most 
appropriate environment, the widest and most comprehensive cross- 
section of the very latest tools of their trade. For this reason it was 
considered essential that the fair should be kept as a trade exhibition 
rather than a public one. 


Guest of honour at the luncheon to celebrate the opening was Mr. 
Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of ‘Trade, and his speech 
there was broadcast throughout the huge Empire Hall. 


Congratulating the organizers of the fair on the remarkable progress 
that had been made in the relatively few years since the fair started, 
Mr. Maudling said the position had now been reached where exhibitors 
were drawn from the Commonwealth, America, Europe, and 
countries behind the Iron Curtain. ‘I welcome very much those 
overseas visitors because in this country we welcome competition. It 
gives us the opportunity of measuring our products against the pro- 
ducts of other countries and I am sure that in your trade you have 
the confidence to face up to fair competition from any other country.’ 


The President went on to say that the Board of Trade would 
try to protect British manufacturers against unfair competition, 
but this country could only survive if it was prepared to tackle fair 
competition abroad and at home. It was quite clear how much 
attention was being paid to foreign visitors. He was delighted 
to see the ever-im.proving arrangements being made for receiving 
our friends from overseas, providing them with all the facilities they 
needed. 


Small Firm’s Contribution 


The exhibition, he said, put on display the products of a wide range 
of different trades, and it was very difficult to generalize, but there 
were many examples at the fair of companies doing a fine export 
job and some who were doing quite an exceptional and expanding 
job in selling abroad. “All the people exhibiting here are proving what 
can be done in the way of exporting with energy and initiative and 
imagination, and what pleases me is to see so many examples of small 
and modest-sized firms entering into the export trade in a big way. 
Many of the exhibitors are proving once again that even a small firm 
can export if it goes about it in the right way. 


‘Of course, there are great difficulties of documentation, finance, 
appointment of agents; all the difficulties that emerge from breaking 
into new markets. But there are so many facilities now available. 
The Board of Trade at home and abroad provides a lot of services 
for exporters — providing information, finding agents and that 
type of thing.’ Mr. Maudling said that there were also the Chambers 
of Commerce, other industrial organizations, merchants, confirming 
houses and all the professional experts in the field of exporting. 

Continuing, Mr. Maudling said: ‘I am quite certain that any man, 
however small his business, if he has a good product that will sell 
on this market, can sell it abroad as well if he goes about it the 
right way. 

‘And there are now so many different ways of doing it, he should 
not be in any way deterred. I know that in the hardware trades there 
are rapidly changing conditions and certainly there are new forms of 
competition, often from countries with relatively low wage standards. 
I am sure we must never forget the total demand for our products 
throughout the world, the total opportunity for selling British goods 
is always increasing so long as we adapt ourselves to changing cir- 
cumstances. It is no good saying “I have always sold this type of

product. I propose to go on selling it, whether the customer wants 
it or not.’ That is the sort of attitude one sometimes meets, and it 
gets nowhere. But the man who says “I’ve sold in that market for 
many years, the market is changing, I’m going to study the people 
there, study their requirements, study the new opportunities,” he is 
the man who will increase his export sales by concentrating on new 
lines and new ideas.’ 


Concluding, Mr. Maudling said: ‘It is very encouraging to see in 
this fair how many new developments are taking place, the use of 
colour, the attractive packaging ideas that are developing, the mainten- 
ance of quality, and I’m sure this is always very important for our 
industry in this country, the concentration on quality and products 
of really reliable and tested standards. In all these ways one can see 
how the enterprising and efficient firms are dealing with changing 
export conditions and discounting or setting off against the new 
difficulties the new opportunities that are at the same time presenting 
themselves, and I take it that the international character of this fair 
shows not only the growing competition throughout the world, but 
shows very clearly the very rapidly growing demand throughout the 
world for the products of the hardware trades generally. There can 
be no doubt that the success of this fair will prove a great stimulus 
to the export trade of this country as a whole.’ 


Space precludes mentioning more than a few of the exhibits. 


Roses are the keynote of new kitchen tables and chairs available 
with either wooden or plastic covered steel tube legs, presented by 
Modern Industries (London) Ltd. The chairs are upholstered with 
Sanderson cotton fabric in the same design, covered by clear PVC. 
so all they need is a wipe over with a damp cloth to keep them clean. 


The new Scaffi-Ladda exhibited by Thomas Budden Ltd. is in 
turn scaffold, step-ladder, a short ladder and long ladder. Weighing 
40 lbs., the scaffold, when erected, will support 1,000 Ib. 


For good lighting there are now fluorescent fittings which just 
‘plug-in’ to any existing lampholder. They are sold as complete units 
for householders to put up themselves. The heaviest unit complete 
with lamps in place weighs less than 2 lb. These were displayed by 
Fluorescent Development Ltd., of Hounslow, Middlesex. 


The Valor Co. Ltd. presented an oil-fired boiler which incorporates 
a built-in oil control valve and an anti-flooding device, capable of 
supplying nine radiators and at the same time 30 gallons of hot water. 
Its cost is less than £100. 


A two-ended knife of which one end can be used for cutting and

sawing, while the other peels and gouges, with blades of stainless 
steel, into which is pushed whichever end is not required for use, was 
shown by Wm. Levene Ltd. 


For the gardener, Wm. Marples & Sons Ltd. displayed a new 
stainless steel hoe, weighing only 24 ozs. W. T. French & Son and 
G. W. Purser Ltd. showed a new tool, the Pickweed, to make weeding 
easier. Positioned at the end of a long, light shaft, the weeding end 
consists of a small spade covered by a claw grip. The spade is used 
to dig the weeds clear of the soil and the claw grip to pick them up 
and deposit them in a bucket — all without bending. Then there was 
the 12 in. Rotary Electric Lawnmower, by Ladybird Appliances Ltd., 
.ncorporating a two-way handle, which weighs only 26 lb. 

New folding shelf brackets fitted with screws like an ordinary shelf 
bracket, but the hinged support bars, which provide complete rigidity 
for the shelf when it is in use, enable one to fold the shelf completely 
flat against the wall, were shown by Stanley Works (G.B.) Ltd. 


Buyers from Twenty-seven Countries at the 
Nylon Fair 


THE HUNDREDS of British and overseas buyers who crowded the 
stands at the Sixth British Nylon Fair last week (Royal Albert Hall, 
London, February 6 to 10) found a show that was livelier and more 
interesting than ever before, where more than 160 firms showed 
merchandise covering almost every fashion need. The fair, which 
was visited on the opening day by Mr. Reginald Maudling, President 
of the Board of Trade, and Mrs. Maudling, now holds an established 
place as one of the most important annual events in the exhibition 
calendar. It is sponsored by British Nylon Spinners Ltd., leading 
European producers of the nylon yarns from which all the goods 
shown were made. Their registered trade marks, Bri-Nylon and 
Bri-Lon, are now used by over 900 British manufacturers. 

Ingenious displays formed a gay background to the great variety 
of goods. Lace and ‘shimmer nylon’ were draped on moving figures; 
nylon stockings formed a 12-foot screen; nylon covered an elegantly 
draped bed and chaise-longue. Blown glass ‘droplets’ containing 
coloured dyes caught the eye on the Bradford Dyers’ Association 
stand, and Heathcoat’s featured some 1,300 yards of thin glass tubing 
cut into 780 lengths and suspended by nylon yarn. On other stands 
coach-lamps, stirrups, and even brass musical instruments were 
used with yreat effect. 


Bri-Nylon —‘61’ 


More than a dozen firms of yarn processors took part in the fair 
this year. As well as staging displays of articles made from new yarns, 
they included a wide selection of development samples, and provided 
buyers with an opportunity of seeing something of the activities of 
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this important section of the industry. A new tri-lobal nylon yarn, 
called Bri-Nylon-‘61’, was introduced this year. This yarn, spun 
through a ‘clover-leaf’ spinneret, closes a gap in the nylon range. 
With it, printed twills and taffetas can be woven that are opaque and 
‘shadowless’ and yet have the supple handle and soft sheen of silk. 
Bri-Nylon-‘61’ printed twills, seen in London for the first time at 
the fair, have already appeared at the recent Paris couture collections 
in dresses by Nina Ricci and Lanvin Costillo. Sparkling Bri-Nylon, 
already seen in stockings and lingerie, made a new appearance this 
year in tricots and chiffons for ball-gowns. 


Notable armong the stands were colourful displays of Bri-Nylon 
hand-knitting yarns, now available in chunky double knitting and in 
three- and four-ply textures as well as in a variety of baby knits and 
specialities. The wide range of colours, and the hard-wearing and 
washing properties of these yarns have increased sales six-fold in the 
past three years. A fashion parade of garments, hand knitted in Bri- 
Nylon yarns, was a feature of the fair this year. 


Knitwear of all kinds made news. Other fashion parades showed 
clothes for every occasion from sports sweaters and ski clothes to 
elegant jersey ensembles that illustrated the very wide scope of fabrics 
made today from knitted nylon yarns. More than 100 firms are now 
supplying Bri-Lon knitted garments— more than four times the 
number a year ago. Bri-Lon knitwear is made from various bulked 
continuous filament yarns, processed in different ways to achieve a 
very interesting variety of textures, which include smooth silk-like 
knits that have quite a new feel. 


Fire-proof Clothes for Children 


As usual, clothes for children formed an important and lively 
section of the fair. An interest*ng feature on the Bambi stand showed 
children’s fire-safe nightwear. Although the fabrics themselves, mostly 
brushed nylon tricots, are inherently safe because nylon does not 
burn, it is not possible to give an assurance that all these garments 
are equally safe because an inflammable finish may have been used or 
inflammable trimmings added. Arrangements have therefore been 
made for a ticket to identify garments which pass fire-safe tests carried 
out by the Retail Trading Standards Association. 


Although the main emphasis was on fashion goods, a number of inter- 
esting developments in the vast field of household textiles were shown. 
These were carpets with limitless colour choice; nylon valances and 
scatter cushions; fitted Bri-Nylon floral quilts and sheets — the latter 
in many new designs, colours and textures. 


Attendance this year is estimated to be well up to last year’s figure, 
and the organizers expect general satisfaction with business done, 
particularly on the overseas side. A spot check on the first day indicated 
that no less than 27 countries had sent representatives, and throughout 
the week the flood of orders and inquiries continued from almost 
every country in the world, including China, Czechoslovakia and 
other Iron Curtain countries. Mr. Nesterov, President of the All-Union 
Chamber of Commerce of the U.S.S.R., visited the fair on February 9.

The Trade Account figures of imports and exports differ from those for visible trade in ths 
balance of payments, where imports are entered f.c.b., and insurance and freight, in so far ae 
they are paid abroad, are included in invisible expenditure. There are also significant differences 
in timing and coverage between the two sets of figures. The figures of the difference between 
imports c.if. and exports f.o.b. (sometimes called the ‘trade gap’) are an inadequate guide to the 
state of the visible of payments on current account and are not shown since quarterly 
estimates of the balance of payments are now published by Her Majesty's Treasury. 

The values of exports and imports by parcel post are largely estimated from the number of 
these parcels and estimates of average values per parcel derived from periodic sample surveys. 
Revised average values have been introduced this year and have been used in arriving at the 
provisional totals for imports and exports in January shown above. The 1960 figures have 
been revised to the same basis. 
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Food Standards Committee to Review Solvents and 
Flavouring Agents 


T nu & Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, Ministry of 
Health, Department of Health for Scotland and Home Office jointly 
announce that a review of solvents and flavouring agents will be under- 
taken shortly by the Food Additives and Contaminants Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Food Standards Committee. They will advise Ministers 
on the need for regulations to control the use of these substances in 
food and in the preparation of food. 


The Sub-Committee would welcome the co-operation of the trade 
enforcing authorities and other interested bodies in their review. 
In particular, they wish to obtain information as to the solvents and 
flavouring agents, both natural and synthetic, at present in use; their 
chemical composition and properties; the foods to which they are 
added or applied ; the amount used and mode of use; and evidence as to 
the absence of any deleterious effect resulting from their use. The 
Sub-Committee would also like to have similar information about any 
new substances being developed and to know of any advantages which 
these may have over solvents and flavouring agents in current use. 

The Sub-Committee would also welcome evidence of the need 
for control in this field and of any deleterious effects resulting from 
the use of solvents and flavouring agents whether used at present in 
this country or not. 


Those organizations who wish to submit written evidence should 
write to the Joint Secretary, Food Standards Committee, Great 
Westminster House, Horseferry Road, London, $.W.1, to reach him 
not later than May 8, 1961. 


Mr. Douglas Collins Resigns from N.F.F.C. 


MR. DOUGLAS COLLINS has resigned his membership of the 
National Film Finance Corporation. He was appointed in June 1955, 
and became chairman of British Lion in December 1957. Although 
giving more than half his time to these important film interests he has 
preferred to take no remuneration. During his office as chairman of 
British Lion and Shepperton Studios, Mr. Collins has had the satis- 
faction of seeing the fortunes of both transformed. The Board of 
Trade and the National Film Finance Corporation are considering 
what new appointments may be necessary following this resignation. 


In a letter to the President, Mr. Collins said: ‘As you know, the 
fortunes of British Lion are now well established and I feel I should 
be allowed to give up my responsibilities, which have on occasion 
been very heavy. I would like in future to have more time for sailing 
and writing.’ 


Government Built Oil Factory for North Wales

United Kingdom Direct Investment Overseas, 1958 and 1959 


This article is the second in a series, the first of 

which was published in the Board of Trade 

Journal on October 7, 1960, and explained the 

scope and purposes of the overseas investment 
inquiries. 


FINAL ESTIMATES of the increase during 1959 in direct investment 
by British industry overseas with figures for investment by overseas 
interests in the United Kingdom (both exclusive of oil and insurance) 
are set out in the tables below, together with information on the 
earnings of United Kingdom companies’ direct investments abroad 
and conversely of overseas branches, subsidiaries, etc., operating in 
this country. Comparable figures are given in respect of the year 1958. 
Information on a country basis supplements area figures for both 
1958 and 1959: for the earlier year an industrial analysis is shown. 


Increase in Investment 


Direct investment by United Kingdom companies overseas (see 
Table 1) increased from £145 million in 1958 to £178 million in 1959, 
a rise of 23 per cent.; but more impressive was the increase in invest- 
ment in the United Kingdom by overseas companies which rose from

Overseas investment in United Kingdom + United Kingdom Overseas investment — 


{£87 million in 1958 to £126 million in 1959, a rise of 45 per cent. 
About three-quarters of this increase came from the United States 
and Dependencies. Net investment abroad (i.e. United Kingdom 
investment overseas less investment in the United Kingdom by 
overseas interests) comprising unremitted profits, investment through 
acquisition of share and loan capital and changes in the branch/head 
office and inter-company indebtedness was about 10 per cent. less in 
1959 than in 1958 (£52 million and £58 million respectively). Table 2 
summarizes the information appearing on the questionnaire for the 
headings covering investment and earnings for the two years under 
five main geographical areas. 


Earnings on Direct Investments 


The excess of earnings of United Kingdom direct investments 
abroad over those of overseas interests in the United Kingdom as set 
out in Table 1 shows that the United Kingdom balance of payments 
benefited in 1959 on current account to the extent of £92 million com- 
pared with £102 million in 1958. 


Earnings of overseas branches, subsidiaries and associates of 
United Kingdom companies rose from {196 million in 1958 to £222 
million in 1959, am increase of 13 per cent., while the corresponding 
earnings of overseas interests in the United Kingdom rose from £94 
million to £130 million, an increase of 38 per cent. 


Coverage of the Estimates 


In Table 1 which summarizes the results of the inquiry an allowance 
has been made for non-response in 1959, and to this extent the totals of 
Tables 2 and 3, being analyses of returns actually received, do not 
correspond with Table 1. The preliminary estimates for 1959 were 
based on a 70 per cent. response. Since these estimates were produced 
further returns have been received from United Kingdom companies, 
increasing the coverage by some 20 per cent., but the resulting change 


in the estimates is only about 2} per cent. for earnings and 2 per cent 
for investment. The final results for 1959 for overseas investment in 
the United Kingdom have been affected by the large acquisitions of 
shares of United Kingdom companies, particularly by United States 
companies. The effect of these transactions has been to revise the 
preliminary estimates for investment by 7} per cent., and by 5 per 
cent. for income. 


Area and Country Information 


In Table 3 information is provided for the first time on earnings 
and investment in 1958 and 1959 for the main countries in each area. 
Although responding firms supplied full country information, the 
need to avoid the possibility of disclosing the affairs of individual 
businesses prevents the publication of separate figures for all the 
countries involved. From this table the importance of United Kingdom 
investment in the Rest of the Sterling Area is made clearer. Note- 
worthy too, is the concentration of investment in the Sterling Area in 
the countries in which investment has traditionally taken place, 
usually the more developed countries. Australia, South Africa, India 
and Pakistan, New Zealand, Malaya and the Irish Republic account 
for the greater part of investment in the Rest of the Sterling Area. 
With only two years’ figures available in this series it is not possible to 
discern any trend in United Kingdom investment in the newly 
independent or less developed countries. Public investment is of 
more importance than private in many of these countries. Significant 
too, is the comparative size of United Kingdom investment in Canada 
which was larger than in any other country. United Kingdom direct 
investment in Western Europe was small in 1958 and remained small 
in 1959. The rate of increase in United Kingdom direct investment 
between 1958 and 1959 in both Western Europe and North America 
was much greater than in the Sterling Area as a whole. The table 
gives investment in the countries of the European Economic Com- 
munity, and of the European Free Trade Area for both years, but in 
examining these totals it should be borne in mind that they omit 
investment in oil and insurance. Overseas direct investment in United 
Kingdom companies comes largely from the United States and 


Dependencies (71 per cent. of the total in 1958 and 72 per cent. in 
1959). 


Whereas the investment figures are of additional investment in 1958 
and 1959 the earnings are the earnings on the total stock of investment 
overseas whenever the investment was made. For this reason the 
pattern of earnings can differ from that of current investment. An 
example of this occurs with the Sterling Area totals where earnings 
were 61 per cent. of the total in 1959 and 64 per cent. in 1958, whereas 
Sterling Area countries took 51 and 55 per cent. of current investment 
in 1959 and 1958 respectively.

Industrial Analysis 


The last of the four tables analyses investment in 1958 according to 
the industry in which the investment was made and gives a correspond- 
ing analysis for earnings. The broad groups used are based on the Stan- 
dard Industrial Classification. Iaformation on this basis for 1959 is not 
yet available for publication. Some 56 per cent. of United Kingdom 
private direct investment overseas was in manufacturing industry,

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Volume and Price Indices for the Fourth Quarter and Year 1960 


THE VOLUME of United Kingdom trade in the final quarter of 1960 
recovered from the seasonally low figures for the previous quarter 
to give volume index numbers of 141 for imports (1954 = 100) and 125 
for exports. These compare with 130 and 125 respectively a year ago. 


During 1960 the import volume index averaged 138 giving an in- 
crease of about 13 per cent. over the level during 1959. The average 
for exports stood at 122 some 5 per cent. above that for the previous 
year. Both these index numbers are the highest recorded for any of 
the 11 years for which indices have been calculated on the current 
basis. 


After allowing for normal seasonal variations, the volume of 
exports in the fourth quarter was approximately at the same level as 
in the two previous quarters. There was also little change in the 
volume of exports in the fourth quarter of 1960 compared with the 
same quarter of 1959. Although the indices for beverages, chemicals 
and non-electric machinery all rose quite substantially, these were 
offset by decreases in those for road vehicles and aircraft, ferrous 
and non-ferrous metals. Comparing the year 1960 with 1959, the 
main factors contributing to the overall increase of 5 per cent. in the 
index were increases in the engineering group of products and a 
significant rise in the indices for chemicals and fuel. In the metals 
group, increases in the indices for iron and steel and for metal 
manufactures were nearly balanced by a decrease in the index for 
non-ferrous metals. 


Discounting normal seasonal variations, the volume of imports 
has risen continuously throughout the year. The index for the fourth 


quarter of 1960 was 8 per cent. above the level of a year earlier, 
reflecting increases in the indices for all groups of commodities. 
Some of the main increases were in the basic materials group, and in 
petroleum, with a large increase in that part of the manufactured 
group covering materials for use by industry and for further processing. 
There were also increases in most of the indices for fully manufactured 
goods. Comparing the two years as a whole there were, as with the 
comparative quarterly figures, increases in the indices for all groups 
of commodities. The pattern was also much the same with about 
two-thirds of the increase being due to increased imports of manu- 
factured goods. 


The index of import prices was 99 in the fourth quarter of 1960, 
the same as the average for the year as a whole. ‘The average export 
price index remained stable at 111\ during each quarter of the year. 
Thus, at 89, the terms of trade during the fourth quarter was the 


same as the average for the whole year and one point lower than in 
1958 and 1959. 


The index numbers of volume of United Kingdom external trade 
given in Tables 1 to 4 continue the series of indices calculated in 
base year 1954, which were introduced in articles in the Board of 
Trade Journal of December 10, 1955, and May 19, 1956. Table 5 
gives quarterly import and export prices and terms of trade indices 
derived from the monthly index numbers which are regularly pub- 
lished in the Board of Trade Journal. The method of constructing 
these latter index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 2, 1958.

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Wholesale Price Index Numbers 
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Varied Price Changes in January 


Except for the small but continuing increase in the price index of all 
manufactured products, no uniform pattern of change is evident in 
the wholesale price indices for January. On average, prices of basic 
materials and fuel used in manufacturing industry were somewhat 
lower than in December 1960, but many industries, which use semi- 
processed rather than crude materials, found their purchases dearer. 
Similarly the general increase in product prices for the whole manu- 
facturing sector is not reflected consistently in the goods sold by 
smaller industrial groups. 

Provisional price index numbers for January, in Table 1, show that 
prices of fuel used by industry were generally unchanged from 
December but the price index of basic materials was 0-4 per cent. 
lower. Much of this fall was an effect of cheaper materials for food 
manufacture. Bacon factory pig prices fell back from the high 


December level and imports of bacon for smoking were cheaper. 
Basic materials used in non-food manufacturing industries showed 
varied price movements but, on average, the tendency was towards 
lower prices. Copper prices were 5 per cent. lower and such varied 
commodities as rubber, wool, cotton, hides and skins, zinc, tin, lead, 
flax and resin gum showed smaller relative decreases. Basic com- 
modities which increased in price included groundnuts, the average 
cost of which increased by 10 per cent. since December. The prices 
of raw jute and jute goods used in industry increased by 6 per cent. 
over the same period. The high prices of raw jute, jute piece-goods 
and canvas sacks continue to reflect the relative shortage of this fibre. 


Imported softwood, woodpulp and linseed oil also showed higher 
prices in January.

Materials and fuel used in the mechanical engineering industries 
show a 0-2 per cent. rise for January, mainly due to higher costs of 
certain types of iron castings which were only partly offset by lower 
prices of non-ferrous metals and rubber. The lower prices of these 
commodities in the electrical machinery industry, in which copper 
i8 an important material, balanced the higher prices of engineers’ 
castings. The costs of construction materials, especially those used 
in house building, increased in January, mainly as a result of higher 
prices of bricks and cement. 

The wholesale price index of manufactured products sold to the 
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home market increased in January by a further 0-2 per cent. to 114-1 
(1954 = 100). The main increases were in building-bricks, china and 
glass, cement, paper products — including newspapers —and metal 
goods, which together outweighed the fall in prices of certain food 
manufactures and some slight decreases in chemical products. The 
rise in the price of canvas goods and sacks was the main reason for the 
increase in the output of the textile industries. The index for clothing 
and footwear was affected by the steady upward movement in made-up 
clothing prices, but the footwear index has remained unchanged for 
the past six months. 


Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices —— June 30, 1949= 100 


The index numbers of wholesale prices related to 1954=100 
superseded those previously published on the base June 30, 1949 = 100. 
For the convenience of those who use the index numbers in long term 
contracts to take account of changes in costs of materials, the Board 
of ‘Trade will continue to publish certain indices on the base June 30, 
1949=100 until December 1961. These indices are the ones relating 
to materials used in broad sectors of industry and to output of broad 


sectors of industry. From January 1958 the index numbers shown 
below have been given the month to month movements of the nearest 
equivalent index in the 1954=100 series. Any firm entering into a 
contract containing a clause relating to the Board of Trade wholesale 
price index numbers should bear in mind that the continued series 
on June 30, 1949=100 will not be published after December 1961.

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Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices —- 1954= 100 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 
percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 


(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement of 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 


(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of an industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products correspond 
very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price series are available is imputed to 
price series which may be expected to move similarly. 


(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of 
purchase tax but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the 
producer. 


(6) Where the price for an item ceases to be available and the item 
is replaced by a substitute, an adjustment is made to maintain 
comparability. 


(7) To facilitate further calculation the indices are given to one 
decimal place in most cases, but small month to month movements 
have little significance. Indices for which full information has not 
been received are shown with an asterisk to indicate that they are 
provisional. Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 
of errors or very late notification of price changes, but unless these 
revisions are exceptionally important they are not carried through to 
the indices of purchases and output of sectors of industries in Tables 
1 and 2. 


(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954 = 
100 was introduced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1958; 
previously the index numbers were based on June 30, 1949 = 100. 
In February 1959, the index numbers were revised in accordance with 
the Standard Industrial Classification 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, February 13, 1959). In particular, the index numbers relating 
to materials used in and output of manufacturing industry were 
extended to include industries making fuel, food and tobacco products, 
and the index numbers relating to materials used in broad sectors of 
industry were extended to include fuels used.

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Retail Trade Slackens a Little in January 


RETAIL SALES in January are provisionally estimated, after allowing 
for seasonal factors, to have been lower than in December. As, 
however, trading in December was particularly high, off-setting a 
particularly low level in November, a better perspective is obtained 
by taking these two months together, and trade in January was at 
about the same level as the average for these two months. Estimates 
for individual sectors are not yet available but indications are that 
trade by food shops and clothing and footwear shops may have been 
less buoyant than in December but that the slight improvement in 
the sales of durable goods shops suggested by the December figures 
may have continued. 


‘The index of the value of total sales in January, seasonally adjusted 
is provisionally estimated at 112 compared with 114 in December 
but the same as the average for the fourth quarter of last year. 


‘The increase in sales on a year earlier was 2 per cent. compared 
with 4 per cent. in December and 3 per cent. for the fourth quarter. 
Prices in the retail trade sector were a little higher than a year earlier 
and may have accounted for about a half of the increase in the value 
of sales.

EPA Clearing-House for Russian Technical 
Translations 


‘THE CREATION of a European Translation Centre was recom- 
mended last October by representatives of 13 countries, invited by 
the O.E.E.C. European Productivity Agency. This Centre would 
collect and distribute copyright-free translations from Russian and 
other Eastern scientific and technical literature into Western 
languages. It would act as a clearing-house for information on the 
whereabouts of existing translations — with a view, among other 
things, to avoiding duplication of work. 


A further step towards the creation of this Centre has now been 
taken; meeting at O.E.E.C. headquarters in Paris, experts from the 
participating countries have unanimously agreed on the statutes of 
the proposed institution. These will now have to be approved by the 
responsible authorities in each country, but it is expected that the 
European Translation Centre, which will be housed in the Technical 
University at Delft (Netherlands), will begin work officially in the next 
two to three months. 
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Retail Stocks in December, 1960 


THE VALUE of retail stocks showed the usual seasonal decline in 
December. There was a 5 per cent. increase on a year earlier in the 
value of stocks compared with 6 per cent. in November. ‘This was the 
smallest increase since January 1960, but allowing for seasonal factors 
the level of stocks showed a small rise in December, from that at the 
end of November which represented a levelling off of a slight decline 
during the previous few months.

THE RATE OF production of paper and board in the fourth quarter 


t 1960 was higher than in the same period a year earlier: total 
production of paper was 7 per cent. more and total production of 
board 4 per cent. more. All sectors of the industry showed increases 
over the corresponding period of 1959. 
_ For the year 1960 as a whole, output of paper and board increased 
»y 12 per cent. and 9 per cent. respectively compared with 1959. 
increases were recorded against each of the product headings — pro- 
duction of building boards was 11 per cent. more and production both 
of packing and wrapping papers and of boards for packaging 9 per 
cent. more. Output of printing and writing papers, including news- 
print, affected by the printing strike in 1959, was 14 per cent. more. 

Stocks of paper at the mills at the end of December 1960 were 
4+ per cent. more than at the end of the third quarter and 12 per cent. 
more than at the end of 1959. Stocks of board, although 8 per cent. 
more than at the end of the third quarter, were 4 per cent. less than at 
the end of 1959.

Sports Car Engines for Western Germany 


Industrie Werke, Karlsruhe, West Germany, have placed a 
£600,000 order with Standard-Triumph International, Coventry, 
for 10,000 Triumph ‘Herald’ 950 c.c. car engines for amphibious 
sports vehicles. 


Diesel Engines for United States 


A multi-million dollar contract to sell British diesel engines 
throughout the United States was announced on February 3 by 
W. H. Dorman & Co. Ltd., the Stafford engine manufacturers, who 
have agreed to supply Fairbanks-Morse & Co. of Chicago with 
‘basic’ diesel engines in the 40 h.p. to 700 h.p. range. These engines 
will be shipped to America and will then be fitted with American- 
made filters, dynamos, self-starters, piping and general ‘hardware’ 
at the Fairbanks-Morse diesel engine works at Beloit, Wisconsin. 
This twenty year agreement is expected to be worth 5 million dollars 
a year to Dormans within the next three years. It is stated that the 
total for 1961 will top the 1 million dollar mark. 


Power Station Equipment for Canada 


A contract valued at approximately {1 million for what it is stated 
will be the world’s most powerful hydraulic turbines of their type 
has been awarded by the Manitoba Hydro Electric Board to the 
English Electric Canada division of the John Inglis Co. Ltd. of 
Toronto. The contract was won against strong Canadian and inter- 
national competition. When installed in 1964 at Grand Rapids 
Generating Station on the Saskatchewan River where it empties 
into Lake Winnipeg, the three English Electric Kaplan-type 
turbines will produce an additional 450,000 horsepower for the 
Southern Manitoba area. Manufacture will start early next year in 
‘Toronto. Delivery of the turbines is to begin in late 1962. The £50 
million Grand Rapids project will go into service in 1964. 


Data Logging for Belgium and Iran 


Two export orders from Belgium and Iran for data logging 
equipment have been received by Blackburn Electronics, a member 
of the Hawker-Siddeley Group. This equipment is to be installed 
at the power station being built at Mol, near Brussels, and has been 
ordered by the consulting engineer for the project Societe de 
Traction et d’Electricite. The other order comes from Rendel Palmer 
& Tritton, of London, consulting civil engineers, in connection with 
a project for the National Iranian Oil Company, Abadan. Blackburn 
Electronics also announced recently the despatch of digital data 
recording equipment to the National Electronics Corporation of 
Israel. This was Blackburn’s first export order for this type of 


equipment. 


Beds and Bedding for Western Germany 


A £15,000 order for beds and bedding products has been placed 
with Vono Ltd., of Tipton, Staffs, by a West German buyer. This 
was announced on February 2 at the Earls Court Furniture Show. 


West Germany is stated to be the firm’s biggest market on the 
European Continent. 


Cotton Spinning Factories for Java 


A contract worth £5 million has been signed in Djakarta by the 
Indonesian Government and Platt Bros. (Sales) of Oldham, a 
subsidiary of Stone-Platt Industries, for three complete cotton 
spinning factories to be sited in Java. Platt Bros. (Sales) will supply 
the spinning equipment — over 90,000 ring spindles, doubling spin- 
dies, and preparation machinery — to a value of {2-75 million. Taylor 
Woodrow are to construct the buildings; Associated Electrical 
Industries will be responsible for generating and electrical equipment; 
Mather and Platt will be concerned with fire protection, and Hall 
and Kay will carry out air-conditioning. Consultants for the planning 
of the mills are the Calico Printers’ Association, Manchester. 
Deliveries will start towards the end of 1961, and will be completed 
in nine months. The first mill will be in operation by June, 1962, 
in time for the Asian Games, to be held in Indonesia at that time. 


Electric Thermal Storage Water Heaters for Overseas 


Santon Ltd., of Newport, Mon., have recently received orders 
totalling more than £15,000 for the supply of electric thermal storage 
water heaters in connection with Government and private housing

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Questions in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and 
answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday February 8 


Assistance to the Motor Industry 


A member asked Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board 
of Trade, if he would state the total amount of assistance made 
available to the motor industry and motor vehicle component manu- 
facturers following the enactment of the Distribution of Industry 
(Financial Provisions) Act, 1958; what was the total value of commit- 
ments approved to date to these industries under the Local Employ- 
ment Act, 1960, designed to aid employment and foster extensions 
in these industries, giving details of the total allocations by regions and 
areas. 


In reply Mr. Maudling said that the total amount of assistance so 
far offered to and accepted by the motor industry and closely associated 
firms was about {36 million. All this assistance had been offered under 
the Local Employment Act, 1960, and included factory building under 
Section 2 of the Act and financial assistance under Sections 3 and 4. 
He could not give the allocation between regions without disclosing 
details of the assistance given or promised to individual firms. 


Thursday February 9 


Royal Commission on the Press 


In a statement after Questions, the Prime Minister announced 
that he proposed to recommend to H.M. the Queen the establishment 
of a Royal Commission with the following terms of reference: 

To examine the economic and financial factors affecting the pro- 
duction and sale of newspapers, magazines and other periodicals in 
the United Kingdom, including (a) manufacturing, printing, distri- 
bution and other costs; (b) efficiency of production; and (c) advertising 
and other revenue, including any revenue derived from interests in 
television; to consider whether these factors tend to diminish diversity 
of ownership and control or the number or variety of such publications, 
having regard to the importance, in the public interest, of the accurate 
presentation of news and the free expression of opinion; and to report. 

The text of a letter from the President of the Board of 
Trade to Lord Jenkins, chairman of the Committee on Company Law, 
and dated February 6, 1961, was also published in Hansard of 
February 9: 

‘During the discussion in the House of Commons on January 31, 
following the Prime Minister’s statement about the newspaper and 
magazine industry, reference was made to the suggestion that in 
takeover bids a minimum proportion of the consideration offered 
should be in cash. 

‘We have since been in touch about this and agreed that this 
suggestion comes within the terms of reference of your Committee 
on Company Law. I am, further, glad to know that your Committee 
intend to consider this suggestion and deal with it in their Report.’ 


New Car Factory Development 


Asked when the proposed development of Rootes Motors, Limited, 
Linwood, was to begin; and how long it was now estimated it would 
take before the new car factory is in production, Mr. Maudling 
said he understood that this development was still at the preliminary 
stage, but it was for the firm to say when the factory would be in 
production. 


Tuesday February 14 


Call-up of Key Personnel 


The President was asked if he was aware that some firms were 
hampered in their efforts to extend exports by the call-up of key per- 
sonnel; what action he was taking to assist them; and if he would make 
astatemer* Replying Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Board of ‘l'rade, said that it was known that some firms had found it 
difficult to replace men who were called up for National Service. ‘The 
needs of the Armed Forces had to be met while manpower was being 
built up for voluntary recruitment, and as the call-up had now ended, 
such difficulties would not last much longer. 
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GATT Conference 


Asked what proposals for the revision of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade he would make during the course of the present 
conference, Mr. Macpherson said that the present conference had 
been arrangec’ for the negotiation of tariff concessions and did not 
therefore offer occasion for suggesting revision of the General 
Agreement. 


Export Council Representation 


The President was asked what representations he had received 
urging that a representative of the Engineering Industries Association 
should serve on the recently established Export Council for Europe; 
and whether he would reconsider his decision not to ask a repre- 
sentative of this association to serve. In reply Mr. Maudling said: 
‘As the Minister of State pointed out in a letter on December 22 last, 
the members of the Council, who serve in their personal capacities, 
are drawn from a variety of exporting interests, including a wide range 
of engineering industries. I have had no representations with regard 
to the Engineering Industries Association other than from the 
questioner. The second part of the question does not arise since the 
appointments are made by the Council’s Chairman.’ 


Take-over Bids 


Mr. Macpherson said he would not ask the Jenkins Committee on 
Company Law to make an interim report on legislation concerning 
take-over bids. The bids were only one aspect of the relationship 


between directors and shareholders which the Committee had under 
review.

Venezuelan 
Trade and 
Development 


A trade mission composed of 
leading Venezuelan businessmen 
and senior executives will arrive 
in London next Sunday, February 
19, for a two week visit to Great 
Britain, 


ENEZUELA, the world’s biggest 

exporter of oil, is one of the 

richest countries of Latin America. 
The past decade has seen many 
major improvements, in roads, rail- 
ways, telecommunications and housing, 
in irrigation, water supply and hydro- 
electric power, and in industrial ex- 
pansion. The industrial progress has 
covered not only light manufacturing 
industries but the construction of the 
National Steel works at Puerto Ordaz, 
and a great development of the oil 
industry including a_ petrochemical 
plant at Maron. 

Oil forms more than 90 per cent. by 
value of Venezuela’s exports; iron ore, 
coffee and cocoa account for most of 
the remainder. Imports are now mainly 
of equipment and materials, principally 
metals, instruments and apparatus, 
machinery and other metal manufac- 
tures. Since 1959 the importation of many consumer goods has been 
subject to severe restrictions, in some cases by import licensing and 
in others by high tariffs. Recently exchange control measures also 
have been introduced. These restrictions were imposed to reduce 
the drain on Venezuela’s foreign exchange reserves which, though 
still substantial, had been decreasing. 


The Venezuelan Government has plans to strengthen and develop 
the country’s economy. In a speech before Congress on April 29, 
1960, President Betancourt announced the details of a Four Year 
Plan, the main objectives of which are the increase and better 
distribution of the national income, a better geographic distribution 
of capital and common resources, a diversification of the economy 
and the efficient employment of the rapidly increasing population 
(at present estimated to be 7 million). 


Four Year Plan 


The Plan envisages an aggregate investment by the Government 
and the private sectors over the next four years of some 20,000 
million bolivares (£2,100 million). Electricity, water supplies, steel- 
works, telecommunications, ports and air fields, agricultural and 
industrial credits, housing, education, agrarian reform, hospitals 
and medical services are some of the major individual items of 
expenditure under the Plan. 


United Kingdom/Venezuelan Trade 


A development programme of this magnitude can be expected to 
offer many opportunities to British manufacturers, especially in 
the field of capital equipment. Britain has in recent years had a 
significant but by no means large share of Venezuela’s trade. The 
accompanying tables show that as suppliers we come a long way 
behind the United States, and some little way behind Western 
Germany. 

Britain’s imports from Venezuela consist almost entirely of oil and 
iron ore. Of the total of about £70 million in 1959, 88 per cent. was 
oil and 11 per cent. iron ore. Our exports to Venezuela, at about 
£35 million in 1959, include machinery, electrical goods and 
apparatus, vehicles, aircraft, other iron and steel manufactures and 
textiles. Britain is thus already to some considerable extent 
established in the Venezuelan market in the types of goods for which

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Report of the East African Economic and Fiscal 
Commission 


‘THE REPORT of the East African Economic and Fiscal Commission 
(Cmd. No. 1279, price 5s.) was published on February 7, 1961. 

The chairman of the Commission was Sir Jeremy Raisman, who is 
Deputy Chairman of Lloyd’s Bank Ltd. The members were Pro- 
tessor A. J. Brown of the University of Leeds, and Professor R. C. 
T’ress of the University of Bristol. The Commission were appointed 
by the Secretary of State for the Colonies on behalf of the Governors 
of Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda, and the Administrator, East 
Atrica High Commission. They visited East Africa from July to 
September, 1960. 

The Commission’s terms of reference were: 

(a) To examine arrangements at present in force in East Africa for a 
common market area, for economic co-ordination between Terri- 
tories and for fiscal uniformity with regard to measures now taken: 

(1) to facilitate inter-territorial trade in products of local agriculture 
and manufacturing industries and to develop such industries 
in East Africa; 
to secure uniformity in fiscal and financial matters including 
methods used to allocate yields from customs, excise and income 
taxes between ‘Territories; and 
to provide the East Africa High Commission with revenue 
necessary to meet the costs of services administered by the 
Commission for the benefit of the Territories and to apportion 
the cost of such services between the Territories. 

(b) To consider the advantages and disadvantages generally of the present 
arrangements and whether or not those arrangements are economic 
and are fair to the interests of each of the individual Territories; and 
to make recommendations for any necessary adjustments, additions 
or modifications to them. 

The principal recommendations of the Commission include the 

following: 

(a) The common market is in the interests of East Africa as a 
whole and should be maintained. 

(b) The benefits derived by the Territories from participating 

in the common market are unequal, and there should be some 
off-setting of these inequalities by means of a redistribution of 
revenue between the territories. 
An attempt should be made to negotiate a code of agreed 
general principles of inter-territorial trade and marketing 
policy in order that the policies of the territories may be brought 
into greater harmony and the interest of East Africa as a whole 
asserted. 

The High Commission should be provided with an independent 

source of revenue for the financing of the non-self-contained 
services. 

Redistribution of revenue between the Territories and the 

financing of the common services should be effected through a 

Distributable Pool of revenue, drawn from a portion of the 

yield from the income tax charged to companies on profits 
arising from manufacturing and finance, and a portion of the 
yield from customs and excise duties. 


Appointment of Legal Advisers 
for Iraq Trade 


ReceENT Iraqi legislation requires every commercial enterprise 
operating in Iraq with a capital of more than ID. 20,000 (£20,000) 
to appoint a legal adviser. If a legal adviser has not been appointed 
within six months of the entry into force of this law, the company is 
liable to a fine. This law will also apply to branches in Iraq of foreign 
firms whose capital exceeds ID. 20,000 or the equivalent. 

This law came into force on July 6, 1960.

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Quebec Provincial Government Change 
Buying Methods 


WHEN the Liberals defeated the Union Nationale in the Provincial 
Election last June, the new Premier, Mr. Jean Lesage, announced 
that it was his intention to abolish patronage in Government purchas- 
ing. Subsequently, instructions were given to all Departments of the 
Provincial Government to invite tenders for all contracts where the 
cost was likely to be over $25,000. Tenders are now advertised in the 
Provincial press. 

For the purposes of bidding the Province has been divided into 
19 zones — nine of which are located on the Island of Montreal — for 
contracts valued between $25,000 and $150,000; into four zones for 
those between $150,000 and $500,000, except for public buildings 
where the ceiling is $750,000. In each case the bidder must be a 
resident in the zone concerned, but the zoning system does not apply 
to contracts worth more than the figures mentioned above. ‘This mean 
that British companies with representatives or agents in Montreal 
would qualify for the contracts being placed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment on the Island of Montreal, and if they had sub-agents resident 
in other zones, these sub-agents would qualify to tender in the appro- 
priate zone. For contracts worth more than $750,000 the zoning 
system does not apply, which enables United Kingdom firms repre- 
sented in Montreal to make bids on these larger contracts for work in 
any part of the Province. 

A further development in purchasing which has been put into 
force by the new administration, is the setting up of a Quebec Pro- 
vincial Government Purchasing Office. The Head of Purchasing is 
Mr. Louis Levasseur, and the office is located at 610 Grande-Allee, 
Quebec City. There is a sub-office located at 89 Notre Dame Street 
East, Montreal. The Purchasing Agent is now responsible for the 
central buying of all stores for Government Departments which 
include supplies for schools and hospitals, etc. The placing of large 
public contracts for roads, bridges, hospitals and school buildings, etc., 
is still in the hands of the Department of Government concerned, 
and tenders for these works are advertised in the press.

Cuba and Poland 


Notices published in the Board of Trade Journal on May 13, 1960 
(page 1045) and December 23, 1960 (page 1491) gave details of a 
Trade and Payments Agreement valid for one year which was con- 
cluded between Cuba and Poland on March 31, 1960. It has now been 
announced that by a supplementary agreement signed in Warsaw on 
December 22, the validity of this Agreement has been extended 
until March 31, 1965: a Protocol on the exchange of goods for the 
year 1961 was signed at the same time. 


Texts of the new agreements have not been published but, according 
to the official communique, the Protocol on trade in 1961 provides 
for exchanges to the value of 21 million U.S. dollars each way. Poland 
is to supply capital goods including electro-technical equipment, 
agricultural, mining and building machinery, machine tools and 
transport equipment, agricultural produce and foodstuffs including 
bacon, potato flour and caseine, and consumer durables such as 
wireless sets and gas stoves. Cuba is to supply copper concentrates, 
manganese ore, artificial fibres and rawhides. Under a separate agree- 
ment for the supply of complete industrial plants Poland is to provide 


equipment for a shipyard, an accumulator factory, a nail factory 
and an abattoir. 





Japan and U.S.S.R. 


A PROTOCOL to the 1960-1962 trade agreement between Japan and 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics was signed in Moscow on 
December 21, 1960. 

In 1961 the volume of trade between the two countries is planned 
to increase by over 25 per cent. 

The main items to be exported from Japan are ships, rolling stock, 
equipment for the food, chemical, textile and paper and pulp in- 
dustries, mining equipment, rolled steel products, steel tubes and 
chemicals. 

Soviet exports will include timber, coal for the manufacture of 
coke and gas, manganese and chrome ores, pig iron, platinum, 
palladium, potassic salt, crude oil and heavy oil, benzol, wheat bran 
and machinery and equipment.

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New Zealand and the Federation of Malaya 


A.TRADE AGREEMENT has been signed between the Governments 
of New Zealand and the Federation of Malaya. It is to remain in 
force for three years and thereafter until the expiry of six months 
from the date on which notice of termination is given by either 
Government. 


The terms of the Agreement include the binding by the Federation 
of rates of duty and margins of preference on certain goods of 
particular interest to New Zealand including meat, butter, cheese, 
powdered milk and newsprint in rolls. In return New Zealand has 
agreed to bind rates of duty and margins of preference on goods of 
interest to the Federation including natural rubber, tin, certain 
timbers, and canvas and rubber footwear. The two countries 


have agreed to accord all other goods the benefits of their British 
Preferential Tariffs.

Argentina and Israel 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report that a commercial 
agreement between Argentina and Israel was signed in Buenos Aires 
on November 29, 1960, replacing the 1958 Trade and Payments 
Agreement which was terminated earlier in 1960. The new agreement 
is valid for three years and is renewable annually thereafter; it provides 
for most-favoured-nation treatment for trade (subject to exceptions 
for trade with neighbouring countries, with other members of a multi- 
lateral agreement and within customs unions and free trade areas) 
and shipping. Each party reserves the right to insist that where risk 
on freight on imports or exports is borne by its nationals, insurance 
shall be placed with an insurance company in their own country. 


Italy and Uruguay 


AN Italo-Uruguayan Trade, Payments and Economic and Technical 
Co-operation Agreement, under which both Governments have 
agreed to grant reciprocal Most-Favoured-Nation treatment, was 
signed in Rome on November 29, 1960. 


The agreement, which is subject to ratification, will be valid 
initially for three years and may be tacitly renewed annually threafter 


unless denounced by either party three months before the expiry 
date. 


Italy and Roumania 


THE VALIDITY of the quota lists annexed to the Italo-Roumanian 
Commercial Protocol signed in Bucharest on February 10, 1960, has 
been extended pro rata from January 1 to June 30, 1961, pending 
talks for their revision. 


Sweden and Hungary 


ACCORDING to an announcement by the Swedish Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs the 1955 Trade and Payments Agreement between 


Sweden and Hun has been extended for three months until 
April 30, 1961. Negotiations for the preparation of a new agreement 
are to begin in Budapest in March. 


Australia and the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT Notice No. 42 of 1961, published in the 
Federal Government Gazette of February 3, 1961, gives effect to an 
agreed amendment to the Trade Agreement with Australia by which 
dried full cream milk is removed from Part 1 to Part 2 of Annexure I 
of the Agreement. The effect of this modification is to guarantee to 
Australian dried full cream milk entering the Federation the lowest 
Commonwealth rate of duty instead of duty-free entry as before.

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ITALY 
Customs Modifications and European Common Market Changes in Duty 


[ITALIAN PRESIDENTIAL DECREE No. 1585 of December 24, 1940, 
1960, which became operative on January 1, 1961, contains provisions 
for the third reduction of duties on imports from other member 
countries of the European Economic Community. 


Italian Presidential Decree No. 1586 of the same date, which also 
became operative on January 1, 1961, lists the revised rates of duty 
applicable to imports from non-member countries of the European 
Economic Community as a result of the first move towards the 
Common External Tariff. 


Under the provisions of Italian Presidential Decree No. 1543 of 
December 20, 1960, which became operative on December 25, 1960, 
the suspension and reduction of Customs duties on certain items has 
been extended with certain amendments. 


A translation of the relevant articles of Presidential Decree No 
1543 is given below: 


Article 1 
The quota of coils for re-rolling (sub-heading No. 73.08 a1 in the 
Tariff) mentioned in Article 1 (b) of the Decree by the President 
of the Republic of June 30, 1960, No. 592, is increased by 10,000 tons, 
making a total of 40,000 tons. 


Article 2 
From January 1, 1961, and up to but not beyond June 30, 1961, 
the following become applicable to the undermentioned products 
imported into Italy from non-member countries of the European 
Coal and Steel Community: 


(a) Customs duty at the rate of 1 per cent. ad valorem for pig iron and 

cast iron in pigs, blocks, lumps and similar forms, containing by 
weight from 0-3 per cent. to 1 per cent. inclusive of titanium and 
from 0-5 per cent. to 1 per cent. inclusive of vanadium (tariff heading 
Ex 73.01); 
Customs duty at the rate of 3 per cent. ad valorem, subject to observ- 
ance of the rules and conditions to be laid down by the Minister for 
Finance, for iron or steel coils for re-rolling, not clad, of a width 
of under 1°5 m. (sub-heading No. 73.08 a 1 in the Tariff), within 
the limits of a quota of 60,000 tons reserved for firms not equipped 
with steelmaking plant but equipped with plant for cold-rolling 
coils for the production of cold-rolled sheets, wholly or partly 
intended for the manufacture, with the firm’s own plant, of tinned 
strip or zinc-coated or lead-coated sheets; 


Suspension of Customs duty, within the limits of a quota of 2,500 
tons and subject to observance of the rules and conditions to be laid 
down by the Minister for Finance, for sheets anc plates known as 
‘electric’ with a loss in watts per kg. not exceeding 0-75 watt, whatever 
their thickness — sheets and plates with uniform crystal arrangement 
(sub-headings Nos. 73.13 a 1 and 73.15 b 6 alpha I in the Tariff).

annum, subject to observance of the rules and conditions to be laid 
down by the Minister for Finance; 


The annual quota of tutty (tutia) mentioned under sub-heading 
Ex 32.07 a 2 beta X, admitted duty-free if intended for use in the 
production of hydrosulphites, is increased for the year 1960 to 26,300 
quintals and subsequently to 40,000 quintals per annum; 

The annual quota of glass balls containing not more than 1-5 per 
cent. of alkali (sodium oxide plus potassium oxide), 10-18 per cent. 
of alumina plus iron oxide and 6-12 per cent. of boric oxide, men- 
tioned under sub-heading Ex 70.03 a in the Customs Tariff, admitted 
at a reduced rate of duty if intended for the manufacture of glass 
fibre, is increased for the year 1961 to 32,500 quintals and sub- 
sequently to 60,000 quintals per annum. 


Article 4 


The tariff concession laid down for logs of common wood in the 
rough, whether or not stripped of bark, approximately 1 metre in 
length and up to about 25 cm. in diameter, intended for the manu- 
facture of panels consisting of wood chips and waste agglomerated 
with resins or other binders, mentioned under sub-heading Ex 44.03 b 
in the Customs Tariff, is amended as follows: 


‘Logs of common wood in the rough, whether or not stripped of 
bark, from about 1 metre to about 2 metres in length and up to about 
25 cm. in diameter (sub-heading Ex 44.03 b in the Tariff), and split 
logs or billets (spacconi) from about 1 metre to about 2 metres in length 
(sub-heading Ex 44.01 a 2 in the Tariff), intended for the manufacture 
of panels consisting of wood chips and waste agglomerated with resins 
or other binders, are admitted duty-free within the limits of an annual 
global quota of 200,000 quintals, subject to observance of the rules 
and conditions to be laid down by the Minister for Finance.’ 


Article 5 
From the date of the entry into force of this Decree and up to 
but not beyond December 31, 1961, the products comprised in the 
attached Table A, signed by the Minister for Finance, shall be charged 
with the temporary duties indicated against each of them. 


Article 6 


The following note is added to the notes to chapter 92 (Musical 
Instruments, etc.) in the Tariff of import duties: 


4. Cases, boxes, covers and similar containers, imported together with 
the articles in this chapter for which they are intended and with which 
they are normally sold are to be classified as the articles themselves. 
When imported separately, they are classified under their own 
particular headings.
